ENTERS NEW FIELDS 


Plans to Give Much of His Time 
To Educational Work 


It wr;s snnunced last evening at 
Winter Pnrk that Raymond W, 
Greene, A. A* U. Commissioner and 



member of the 1924 Olympic com¬ 
mittee would accept the position of 
Executive secretary of the Winter 
Park Conference offered him several 
weeks ago and that he would give a 
large part of his time during the 
coming year to the directing of a 
state-wide program which has been 
under consideration by the directors 
of the conference for some time. 

The Winter Park Conference, a 
state agency organized in 1916 has 
held several conferences at Winter 
Park. Its directorate is composed of 
several prominent college people. The 
scope of the conference has been en¬ 
larged to include in addition to re¬ 
ligious activities previously conduct¬ 
ed in a highly successful manner, an 
all-state athletic program and a plan 
to greatly quicken Christian educa¬ 
tion among the young people of the 
state. 

The new field of the Conference in 
an athletic way will foster local, 
county and state contests in swim¬ 
ming, track, basketball, volley ball, 
road ard relay races. 

Conferences of merest to the peo¬ 
ple of the state will continue to be 
held and will bo scheduled during 
Christmas holidays and summer 
months. 

The directors cf the conference 
aim to assist the Christian institu¬ 
tions of tin slate in every possible 
way. In addition to the aid already 
being given them by the several de-

Plans for clos¬ 
ing every place of business in the 
city are now complete, there will be 
no one left in Winter Park after 7iB0 
tomorrow morning. The Business 
Men’s Club will march to the train in 
a body and will also attend the game 
with the Gators in the same forma¬ 
tion. Orlando is sending several hun¬ 
dred rooters to go up on the special 
tram, while it is expected that ful¬ 
ly half that many will drive up in 
automobiles. Students will practical¬ 
ly all be on hand at Gainesville, 
ab mt as many traveling by car as 
by train. The Kissimmee brass band 
of 20 pieces has been secured to ac¬ 
company the Rollins crew on the 
try in.

ABOUT ROLLINS 


Steady Past Progress of College 
To Be Surpassed in Next 
Few Years 


Plans for a greater Rollins are 
about to materialize. During the past 
thirty-eight years Rollins College 
has had a rapid and steady growth. 
The college was established on the 
presene site during the year 1885. In 
February of that year Mr. F, W, Ly¬ 
man, of Minneapolis, Mr. Lonng A 
Chase of Chicago, Mr, A. W. Rollins 
and others obtained a charter from 
the Florida legislature and founded 
the town of Winter Park. 

The General Congregational Asso¬ 
ciation of Florida met in April with 
its youngest church which had re¬ 
cently been established in Winter 
Park. At this meeting Dr, E. P. 
Hooker, first pastor of the Congrega¬ 
tional church, urged the establish¬ 
ment of “a first class college in Flor¬ 
ida.” It was unanimously decided to 
carry out this intention. Overtures

COLLEGE PLANS NEW 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


STARTS VERY SOON 


Though Only Minor Improve¬ 
ments Will Be Made During 
The Present Year. 


Though definite plans for radical 
changes and improvements on the 
campus are about to be released by 
the college authorities, no details ex¬ 
cept in regard to minor improve¬ 
ments are available at the time of 
going to press. It h known that a 
building program on a large s^ale 
will be undertaken ne^t year, but 
this year will see little construction 
work started. 

The first plan to be put into op¬ 
eration this season will be the 
building of a new walk between 
Knowles Hall and Carnegie Hall. On 
the spot where the bamboo cluster 
now stands a beautiful pergola will 
be erected. It is to be octagonal in 
shape with a cement pillar eight feet 
high at each point of the formed 
octagon. In the center of this a pil¬ 
lar will rise ten feet forming a hy-

IN EXCELLENT SHAPE 


Coach Wight's Grid Men Will 
Get Good Rest Tonight 


Leaving early this morning by au¬ 
tomobile, Wight and his football men 
will arrive in the Gator camp in time 
for an easy work out in preparation 
for the struggle with the university 
tomorrow afternoon. Wight will see 
to it that his proteges get a good rest 
tonight. Tomorrow they will strut 
out on the gridiron in tip-top shape, 
the equal of the Gator's best. Wight 
and his men are confident of victory 
on the morrow. Ray Colado, the 
only man who was injured in the 
Legion game last week, has been in 
the best of condition ever since Mon¬ 
day and will give the Gator outfit 
more fight than ever before in the 
past. Florida’s best players are still 
more or less bruised up after their 
fierce struggle with Tech last Satur¬ 
day, though few reports to this ef¬ 
fect have been able to break through 
the censors at the university. 

The Tars will take two complete 
squads up to Gainesville to meet the 
university aggregation. Last year 
Rollins was not able to put this many 
men in the field to meet the Gators, 
which made it possible for the 
Gainesville lads to break through in 
the last half for a 19-0 win. Had 
Rollins been able to put in new men 
at any time last year like she will 
be able to do tomorrow, a different 
tale might have been told. These 
two squads which Wight will turn 
loose against the university machine 
are in every way the equla of each 
other. They are also the equal of 
the best in the state. 

It is known that Florida has a line 
that could be compared to a stone 
wall this fall. Neither Tech nor the 
strong Army eleven were able to gain 
much ground through the Gator line. 
Her backfieid is heavy and powerful, 
with Middlecoff at full a regular 
football demon. It will be this man 
who will put Rollins to the test more 
than once after the opening whistle 
sounds on the Gainesville gridiron. 
The university is feeling elated over 
the recent playing of the football 
men on their journey north. The 
record set by these gridders is noth¬ 
ing to be ashamed of by any means. 
Holding the Army eleven to a 20 to 
0 score was a feat which will be re¬ 
membered for years. Florida may 
be feeling over-confident when she 
meets the Tars, a so-called insignifi¬ 
cant foe.

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The Prof's 
Corner 


(J. F. Taintor) 

I have been asked to write “some¬ 
thing 17 for The Sandspur. 1 begin by 
writing “something" that few of 
those who read, if any do read, will 
teiieve. It is likely to be called “Shop 
talk" or a departmental view. But 
it isn’t. 

This is the thing I wish to say to 
college students anywhere: The most 
important thing a college course can 
do for you—not the most profital 
not the most productive, not thej^Bst 
praised, not the most apparent—but 
the most important—is to improve 
and perfect your English. 

I do not mean that this course or 
that course or any course in English 
Composition or English Literature 
ought to be take*.; I mean that there 
is nothing more important to an edu¬ 
cated man, however he gets it, than 
couect speech. 

This is however the one thing that 
the average college student cares 
least about. He knows English; he has 
always spoken it; he is able to read 
it under standingly, Why bother with 
it any more ? I ha\ e known many col¬ 
lege students to make fly tracks all 
over a college catalogue in the effort 
to find something to “fife them for 
life's work." Yet they were neglect¬ 
ing the one thing needful for any field 
of work. 

I have a friend who has been for 
many years the city engineer in a 
good sized weatren city. He said to 
me not long ago this: “If I had my 
college course to take over again 
I would let much of the special stu¬ 
dies go until later and would give 
my attention to English. The sixteen 
men who report to me can all do ac¬ 
curate work, hut there are only two^ 
of them who can teh what they havj 
done. If I had not given special 
tention to English since colleg^ I 
should be in their fix." 

College students, of course, ^need 
Science, Mathematics, History, Phil¬ 
osophy, Economics, French, £ panish, 
Latin and ail the other Hungs they 
get. But if the man e spoken or even 
written English is poof he is, in 
spite of all else, outside of the cir¬ 
cle of educated, English speaking 
men and women. J 

The late Presdentftlarper once said 
in substance that there were students 
in the University of Chicago almost 
ready to take their doctor's degree 
who did not possess the first priciples 
of cultivated educated people. The 
attainment of those first principles, 
so far as speech is concerned ought 
to be the thing that bulks large in 
every student’s life. 

Theoretically the best means of 
cultivating one’s speech, as it seems 
to me, is the const a r t reading of only 
the best English writings, and by at- 
erupting to use for one’s self the best 
forms of speech one knows. During 
the late war an American found him¬ 
self stranded in Vienna without mon¬ 
ey. He telegraphed to a friend, “Kale 
all gone; send thirty beans." It was 
difficult to convince the German 
mind, even before America entered 
the war, that that was not a cipher 
code.

A novel and somewhat unselfish 
trend in modern advertising has been 
developed by the National Carbon 
Company of New York, the largest 
manufacturer in the world of dry bat¬ 
teries and of batteries especially 
adopted for use in radio sets. This 
company, in addition to conducting a 
national advertising campaign dwell¬ 
ing on the merits of its radio bat¬ 
teries has started another national 
campaign designed to call the atten¬ 
tion of the public to the fact that 
radio is no longer an experiment, but 
has reached a state of perfection 
where a million American families 
find that it brings them, through the 
miracles of the air, choice entertain¬ 
ment, the latest news of the day, mar¬ 
ket reports and notable speeches of 
the leaders of thought. They are 
pointing out that this daily service, 
which is practically without cost after 
the first installation, has enlarged the 
horizons and broadened the viewpoint 
of all who are wise enough to take 
advantage of the benefits it confers, 
and is educating the entire nation. 

There have been, in recent years,

And from this, 
seemingly altruistic advertising the 
entire coffee trade and the general 
public has benefitted. 

Similar unselfish advertising, urg¬ 
ing not at all the purchase of any 
particular brand, has been earned 
on by other great industries. Thus 
the history of how cement is made 
and the various uses for the product 
has been put before the public in 
a series of advertisements, so that 
the use of concrete and cement road¬ 
ways has been greatly expanded. In 
a similar spirit of co-operative help 
the world at large has been informed 
I by the brains back of the paint in¬ 
dustry that “if you save the surface, 
y6u save all”; information which has 
reminded many householders of their 
need of a coat of paint, no matter 
what kind of paint they bought, or 
from whom they get it. 

But it is worthy of remark that 
all of those and many similar ad¬ 
vertising campaigns have been car¬ 
ried out by an association of manufac¬ 
turers or dealers. Never before has a 
single corporation undertaken such a 
campaign, bearing the entire cost 
without regard to the fact that such 
an educational effort must, of neces¬ 
sity, by increasing the general inter¬ 
est in radio, benefit in no small de¬ 
gree all other manufacturers of radio 
batteries. 

This experiment in co-operative ad¬ 
vertising development is sure to be 
watched with great interest by dealers 
and manufacturers and it may well 
prove to be far-reaching in its results.

looking towards the location of the 
college were made by Jacksonville, 
Daytona, Interlachen, Orange City, 
Mount Dora and Winter Park. An 
offer of $114,000 assured the loca¬ 
tion of the college in Winter Park, 
Of this amount Mr, A. W. Roliins 
gave $50,000. 

The name Rollins College was 
adopted in honor of the man whose 
large gift had assured the establish¬ 
ment of the institution. Knowles Hall 
was erected in 1886 by the man whose 
name it bears. Unfortunately in 
1903 It was burned to the ground but 
was rebuilt through the help of Mrs. 
Knowles in memory of her husband. 
Since that time rapid strides of pro¬ 
gress have been made. The student 
body has grown, new buildings have 
made their appearance, the campus 
has been bettered year hy yea*, and 
Rollins has secured, after many 
years of selection, an excellent fac¬ 
ulty.
